Issued on tbe 1st of July, announcing th a t the 
rights of American fishermen had been guaranteed 
in the w aters of tbe Dominion of C anada and 
Prince Edw ard’s Island, it was confidently ex ­ 
pected th a t there would be no exception m ade to 
all the British American colonies having the benefit 
of tbe reciprocal clause of the treaty allowing ail 
flsb oil and the produce of the flsberles xo be ad­ 
m itted free ol duty luto the Dnlted States. Yet 
reference to th at proclam ation will show th at the 
oolouy of Newfoundland Is not included nor eveu 
m entioned. This au te m e n t will doubtless sur. 
prise 
the 
country, 
for 
the 
Treasury 
De­ 
partm ent, 
by 
circular 
addressed 
to 
col­ 
lectors 
of 
custom s 
and 
others 
several 
m onths before tbe proclam ation wan Issued, con­ 
veyed the Idea th at American fishermen wonld not 
be m olested If they began to fish before the time 
specified for the operations of the lUhery clause of 
the treaty , thereby intim ating tbat as the Informa­ 
tion bad been received through tbe Departm ent ol 
State, ail the oolonles concerned had acceded by 
the leglBlatlon required to the term s of the treaty. 
Tbe circular w ent so far as to praise tbe courteous 
act of the Dominion, aud surely none uf the Amer- 
Icau flshermeu wbo availed them selves of the 
privilege ever supposed tb at Newloundiand waa 
forbidden ground. Nor was It excepted In the cir­ 
cular. After diligent search the reason for omit­ 
ting Newfoundland from the proclam ation has been 
ascertatned and the following history of tbe case 
will prove of unusual interest. 
It may be rem em bered th at Congresa by act ol 
March 1, 1873, provided for carrying Into affect the 
provisions of the Treaty of W ashington relating to 
tbe fisheries. 
In th at bill It was enacted th at w henever the 
colony of Newfoundland shall give Its consent to 
tbe application of tbe stipulations and provlsloni 
of the articles referring to the flaheries, the prod­ 
uce of her fisheries should be adm itted free o 
duty from and after tbe dale ol the proclamation 
of the President of the Dnlted States declaring 
that he has satisfactory evidence th at the said 
colony hM consented In a “due and proner m an­ 
ner” to bave the provisions of the articles of the 
treaty referred to extended to it. It appears thai 
as early as April last the Legislature of Newfound­ 
land alm ost unanimously acceded to the term s oj 
the treaty and compiled with tbe requirem ent! 
of the act of Congress. The act which was to 
secure tbe privileges of free trade in the product! 
of 
her 
fisheries 
was 
introduced 
by Attor­ 
ney General Little, of tbe oolouy, and contained 
a clause subjecting the American citizens to the 
same regulations lor the prosecution of the flsUerle! 
as applied to Urlitsh aabjects. 
The regulations 
tiien existing were merely Intended to buve ref­ 
erence to tbe time of herring flshlug aud churactei 
of nets and size of loops which might be used. 
The act, however, provided th at such regnlatloni 
M might tberealter be enacted should apply to tbe 
people of hotli countries. 
The Governor of tbe 
colony, Colonel Hill, transm itted the act to the Im­ 
perial governm ent In the usual way, alter which 
the noUce was sent to the Secretary of Stale at 


''^(fri**re<»°lving a copy of this act Mr. Fish dis­ 
covered tbls ojectionsblo clause:—“And to such 
regulations respecting the prosecution of the 
flsherles M now or hereafter may ex ist.” It was 
plain no such restriction was authorized by the 
treaty, nor could the authority to do this in any 
way be construed by the protocols of the treaty. 
If one restriction existed now, and the United 
States should accept the act of Newfoundland ag 
It stood, restrictions m ight be made bereaftei 
which would virtually m ake the fishery clause In­ 
operative, so far aa our flahermen were concerned. 
It would never do to run such risk, and, tailing 
hack on the act of Congress, the President w m ad­ 
vised th a t the act passed by Newfoundland was 
not regarded “ to be in due and proper (orm.” it 
has since been represented that the objectionable 
clause was not inserted as a coudition to the pass­ 
ing of the act, and that without It the act would 
have been as unanimously a-sseiited to, but It was 
conceived tb at it would operate beueflcially for 
both sides. 
Not anticipating any hitch lo the operations of 
the treaty, lor the act was alm ost unanimously 
passed by both branches o( the Legislature th at 
the m erchants mlgtit promptly have the benefit ol 
the free trade provisions lu fishery producís upon 
the proclamation uf the I'resldent being made, the 
dealers in flsti oil had made arrangem ents to ship 
large quantities to New York, Boston and other 
Amencan porta, as well as the other products ol 
the flsherles allowed to euter free under the treaty. 
Cargoes were put afloat to arrive In New York on 
the 1st of July, th at date having been previously 
annouuced 
m the time when the I’resldent 
would comply with tbe taw of congress. To the 
consternation or the New York m erciiauts directly 
interested in this trade, the President nad failed 
to secure them the privileges accorded to toe Do­ 
minion ; and all the shipm ents made—all th at had 
arrived, as well as the stock purchased a t bt. 
Johns and elsewhere on the Island of Newfound- 
land—could not en ter duty free. This news was at 
once telegraphed to Ht. Johns. 
H’uat was to be 
done? Large quantities of fish products conld be 
literally tied up; for who would pay duties when 
the same articles conld be obtained in the Do­ 
minion and brought in free? This scnonslv preju­ 
diced the interests of the holders, while the other 
calonles were reaping tbe advantages of this un­ 
fortunate coadliiuQ uf afl'alrs. Tbe trade of New­ 
foundland with the Dnlted b iatea In flsU oil, salmon 
and herring, Is nrubably greater than th at ol all 
the rest of the Dominlun. 
If this was all, tne people of the United states 
might reasonably regret this Interruption to her 
trad e; but when It IB known tbat the Newlound- 
land vessels engaged in the trade of transporting 
tbe flsh products to this country invariably re­ 
turn laden with flour, corn, pork, lard, butter, Ac., 
as well as American manufactures, tbe loss to our 
m arket will readily be perceived. 
The cities ol 
New York, Boston and Baltimore will not only he 
directly affected u u tiftb e obstacle is removed, but 
■hare tbe burden of loss with St. Johns and Harbor 
Grace. 
When tbe nows reached St. Johns a m eet­ 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce was called and a 
resolution passed requesting Hon. Frederic Carter, 
a member of the Legislature and formerly Attorney 
Ucneral of tha colony, to visit W ashington and 
endeavor to have the privileges ol the treaty Im­ 
m ediately made operative, and he is now here tor 


has beeu'ascertalned th at the Colonial govern­ 
m ent hM extended to American fishermen all tbe 
rights and privileges claimable under the treaty, 
and o ar flahermen are now enjoying them unmo­ 
lested, so th at there Is no occasion for com plaint 
against Newloimdtand by our governm ent. This, 
It IS uDdcratuod, will be urged m an evidence of 
good faith on her p art In seeking to carry out the 
spirit of the tongreaslonal enactm ent, and m a 
reasonable request th at arrangem ents shonld be 
made to give effect to the treaty privileges w ith­ 
out delay, so far M the people of Newioundland 
are concerned. 
It Is believed that when all these facta are com- 
m anlcaled to our goverum ent the F resldent wiU 
not hesitate to Issue a supplem ental proclam ation 
extending to Newioundland the sam e privileges 
DOW extended to the Dominion of Canada. 
It u 
hoped th at he will see the justice of the claim m 
weU as sustain tbe in terests of o ar own cltizeni 
a t stake while this question is peudlng. 
Already 
the m erchants of New York have presented to tbe 
Htate D epartm ent protesta against the exclusion oi 
Newfoundlaud Irom the beueflts of the treaty. The 
Hecretaryof the Treasury hM also received nu­ 
m erous com plaints from lirms in other cities. It is 
not gsneraliy known why the colony waa not In­ 
cluded. for your correspondent, In conversation 
w ith a proialnent Treasury official, w m told that 
the reason of the oniUslon was because Newiound- 
land had failed to send In her official notlflcatloii 
of coinpllance w ith our taw. 
The (Joveruor in Council by order has, by the act, 
power to do wliat may be necessary in accordance 
w ith the spirit and intention of the treaty to give 
full effect to It. 
As the Legislature has thus con- 
terred anthorliy the Governor and council can at

In an interview with a H eb ald correepond- 
ent King Oscar II. of Sweden asked, inno­ 
cently, if President 
Grant could not be 
elected a third time. 
Onr correspondent re­ 
plied that it was possible, bat not probable. 
Persons much more familiar with America 
than King Oscar are now asking this question, 
and with a deeper intereet in the reply. 
The 
press of the country, irrespective of party, 
has taken up the pregnant subject of Csasar- 
ism, and, during the past few days, the copious 
extracts in onr columns bear witness to the 
fact that the danger to repnblioan institutions 
is not so small as the more complacent among 
the journals at first chose to aver. 
We ob­ 
serve that, whether to belitüe the discussion 
or to give it its proper national proportions, 
mors thought is expended on the formulation 
of its opinions by the writers. 
Before taking up the portions most worthy 
of notice in those partial declarations of politi­ 
cal faith on the qnestion we shall briefly and 
pointedly allude to certain imputi^ons upon 
the aim of the H ebald in laying down the 
nationally vital problem, whether the liberties 
of the Republic can be preserved if President 
Grant is elected for a third term. 
The 
charges come from both sides—democratic 
and republican—and in a less important 
matter we would be content to let them mu­ 
tually destroy each other. 
Says a democratic 
paper from Virginia:—"Whether these are 
but preludes to win attention and support to 
such a scheme os another term for General 
Grant, to be followed by the Empire, yet re­ 
mains to be seen.” 
The republican charge 
from Pennsylvania is more gross and nnqnali- 
fled. 
Says the Scranton Republican;—"The 
true secret of this ‘CBBsarism’ sensation un­ 
questionably is that it is made in the interest 
of the democratio party, and the H f.iia t.t> is 
jnst as certainly the paid instrument of demo­ 
cratic leaders." 
A journal like the H ebald, 
which has outlived parties and administrations 
without the support or sanction of either, 
whose independence has never been assailed 
except from the side whose real or fancied 
interests it happened to oppose, which holds 
itself above all parties or factions and recog­ 
nizes no exoteric master, can well afford to let 
the micro.scopic arrows of the pigmies of party 
fall harmlessly around i t 
We have depre­ 
cated the introduction of abnsive personalities 
into this discussion from the democratic side, 
and much more do we condemn the republican 
journal that would rake np these befooling 
issues, as does at least one which defiantly 
repeats the slanderous epithets hurled in the 
last campaign at the President 
Our aim in 
this discussion is broad and patriotic, and we 
ask the press to respect our position by treat­ 
ing the matter with gravity and dignity. 
The points on which a^ninistiation papers 
lay the greatest stress are: — 
first—That President Grant has none of 
the dangerous qualities that make a Crosar. 
Sfcond—That a third term, although un- 
thonght of now, would not endanger the 
Republic. 
Third—That the ultimate decision lies in 
the hands of the people. 
Expanding upon these points tbey branch 
into many reasons for silencing the discus­ 
sion. 
But the main qnestion is evaded and 
not m et 
We have seen republican journals 
honestly and manfnlly denounce tbe idea of 
proposing a third term for General G rant; 
but these are not by any means the most in­ 
fluential. 
We have not however, seen an 
administration jonmal examine whether out­ 
side of General Grant’s preferences the mate­ 
rials for a step to Cassarism are not to his 
hand. 
It is not an answer to say, with the 
Utica Herald, that "President Grant is master 
of nobody;” it is simply to state either 
what is obviously far from 
the fact or 
else to imply that he is not 
master of 
himself. 
There 
is 
just 
the 
deceptive 
ring of a make-believe 
independence of 
thought and action in tbe carefully qualified 
threat which concludes the article above 
quoted that makes it worth repeating. It says, 
after referring to Horace Greeley and Senator 
Sumner, "Let President Grant prove recreant 
to the principles of the great repnblioan party, 
which are the fundamental principles of 
onr republican form of government, and he 
would as speedily share their fate.” 
Is this 
vagueness to be the only restriction to be put 
by the "faithful” upon the President oocnpy- 
ing his chair as long as he pleases? 
The 
Philadelphia Press (republican) 
deals with 
the possibilities mors boldly, because it is not 
so tied to the conrtier party. It says:—"What 
attracts the superficial mind is the compara­ 
tive ease with which the H ebald’s prophecy 
might be fulfilled if General Grant were not 
made of sterner stuff than to embark in such 
an experiment 
There is no longer a demo­ 
cratic party in this country. ” The pretence that 
President Grant is nobody’s master does not 
agree with the same jonmal’s «tatement that 
"the open demoralization of the democrats is 
not more marked than the qniet submission of 
tbe repnblicans.”

to taunt them. 
The Baltimore American 
says :—"But no one dreamed in 1868 or ’68 of 
such a possibility. 
And yet. In less than five 
years, the impossibility has become a proba­ 
bility, and the American people contemplate 
it without horror.” 
SmaU comfort, indeed, 
can be found by the opposition journals in ex­ 
amining the steps out of the difficulty which 
are left open to them. 
'The following extract, 
read by the light of the recollection of a few 
years, will not console the people to whom it 
is addressed. Says the Albany .Sunday Press 
"If General Grant can be elected again and 
again and again, for the fifth and sixth timos, 
they (the people) will acquiesce and accept 
his government—under the oonstitntion.

the moment he oversteps the lines therein

"triumphs” and actual laurels, would not be 
offered to an American Imperator it is be- 
oaose the gods, the altars, the triumphs and 
tbe laurels are gone irrevocably out of fashion. 
Tbey can have their effective modem substi­ 
tutes even "in a baronche at Long Branch.” 
We see continual reference in the press, 
while disonssing this subject, to an "onwrit­ 
ten law,” that no President shall hold office 
for more than two terms—something, they 
say, having all the force of a constitutionaf 
clause. 
The Roman Church recognizes par­ 
ticularly the weight of tradition; but it is 
noticeable that she is apt, where it suits her, 
to give these things formally the force of 
dogma.

We meet indignant protest at times in 
the republican jonmals that any, save "the 
sycophantic and tbe foolish,” should suggest 
a third term for anybody; but all seeking for 
the proper preventive against the easy possi­ 
bility becoming a 
reality is 
left to the 
democracy—that is, to those who admit their 
powerlessness to apply it 
For the latter rea­ 
son, at least if should be given earnest atten­ 
tion. The Portland Argxis of the 15th says:— 
"Let 08 have, then, at once, on the assembling 
of Congress, an amendment to the constitu­ 
tion submitted to the States limiting the office 
to one term. 
It can be done, and its adop­ 
tion will bo well nigh unanimous.”

Now York 
World, 
supporting the propo- 
sition, condemns "all attempts to make this a 
party qnestion until the republicans in Con­ 
gress have had a fair opportunity to make it 
clear that they will not lend themselves as 
accomplices in establishing imperialism on 
ths rains of American liberty.” 
It is diffi­ 
cult to make a man or a party believe that 
rain is ahead when the road is smooth and the 
wagon is whirling along without a jolt 
The 
repnblican journals, believing or pretending 
that they hold the reins, proclaim themselves 
too virtuons to need any protection against the 
President much less against themselves. Does 
President G rant who, in reality, alone guides 
the car, believe that he needs no safegnard 
against himself or those honey-worded tempt­ 
ers nearest him? 
He cannot forget how his 
mind was changed regarding a second term ; 
he should at least let us know what he thinks 
now about a third term, and so leave his fol­ 
lowers free to act that there may be no far­ 
ther danger from a subsequent temptation to 
himself or those to come after him. 
It has been noted how strongly French ideas 
impregnated the founders of our Republic. If 
those ideas soon failed of passing permanently 
into fact in France it was beoanse they laid 
open the road for a Caesar and in a country 
where royal glitter had not died from the eye. 
In our own broad land the same ideas built a 
magnifloent nation; bat, though they have 
carried us forward a centory, we discover that 
they bring us face to face with the problem of 
Caesar at la st; for if it bat depends upon the 
moderation of a single man, to all pur­ 
poses is not Cffisar here? 
Montesquieu, who 
lived and died long before the Revolution, has 
left 08 some thoughts npon the Repnblio 
of the Romans and its fall which we can­ 
not too well remember. 
Rapidly he sketches 
how the Republic rose in glory and power, 
while the healthy stir of parties within her 
was 
constant, 
while 
public virtue was 
honored, while the law that fitted the in­ 
fant State was cautionsly remodelled as the 
form and the poise grew stronger.

laws were subverted by ambition and oor- 
mption; when the magnetism of personal 
snccess made all men cling to one; when the 
citizens became a single herd, easier to be

Arms from Bn«(laa« 
fo r Don Carlos 
In Spain. 
Among our numerous cable despatches of 
the last two or three days on the internal dis­ 
orders and warlike events and movements in 
revolutionary Spain one of the most signifi­ 
cant and suggestive items of information is 
tbe report that the CJarlists have disembarked 
a large quantity of arms and ammunition from 
England at Requito. This fact, in connection 
with the proposition favored by the Duke de 
Broglie for the recognition by France of the 
Government of Don Carlos, leads naforaUy to 
tbe conclnsion that the royalis^ bf England 
and France are doing all tiiey can to assist in 
tbe extinguishment of the Republic in Spain. 
England, dnce the time of the "Invincible 
Armada,” nearly three hundred years ago, has 
taken a lively interest and generally active 
hand 
in the wars of Spain, foreign or 
domestic, 
and has been 
mainly 
instru­ 
mental in reducing her ffom a first to a 
third rate 
Power 
among tbe 
States 
of Europe. 
Conspicuously from the epoch of 
the First Napoleon to the establishment on the 
Spanish throne of the now exiled Isabella, 
England, directly or indirectly, has wielded 
the balance of power in Spanish affairs. 
But 
from the expulsion of Isabella to this day the 
neutrality of England towards revolntionary 
Spain has been somewhat remarkable. 
As "a 
nation of shopkeepers,” the English have per­ 
haps found their Spanish trade too profitable 
to be disturbed by political complications. In­ 
deed, since the downfall of Napoleon the 
Third the British government appears to have 
pursued the policy of a neutral spectator of 
continental troubles, as if the continental bal­ 
ance of power had ceased to be a matter of any 
moment to England except in its bearings 
upon the Eastern question. 
Nor do we think 
that this remarkable British neutrality towards 
the belligerents in Spain of the last five years 
may be considered as broken from the trans­ 
portation of English arms to the Carlista. 
As in the late war between France and 
Germany, the English traders on the one 
band supplied horses to the Germans, while, 
on the other they furnished arms and ammo- 
nltion to the French, so in these supplies of 
arms to the Carlists the English dealers are 
simply taking their goods to market. 
During 
the war of our late Southern rebellion, in vessels- 
of-war, blookade-mnners, arms, ammunition, 
and military stores of all kinds to the Southern 
Confederacy the enterprising dealers of the 
“fast anchored isle” drove a thriving trade. 
We believe, too, that the point was established 
in the Geneva Tribnnal that Her Majesty’s 
government was in some oases so far neglect- 
fol or forgetful of the duties and responsi­ 
bilities of a nentralin the alorsaid transactions 
as to be justly liable to exemplary damages, 
and that in consequence of this judgment 
some fifteen millions five hundred thousand 
dollars 
is to 
be paid 
over 
in 
coin 
from John Bnll to Brother Jonathan in Sep­ 
tember next Bat while behind these examples 
of British neutrality was the temptation of the 
dismemberment of 
the 
great 
American 
Union, no such indacement is offered for a 
perfidious neutrality in regard to the present 
belligerents in Spain. 
The British govern­ 
ment is doubtless satisfied that the Republic 
in Spain is a failure, and that whatever may 
be the issne of these intestine troubles to the 
Peninsula one rosnlt is and will be a good 
market for English wares. 
It is the English 
shopkeeper who regulates English neutrality 
towards Spain in these latter days. 
Nevertheless, as it is apparent that the 
present monarchical Assembly of France will 
seize upon the first plausible jnstification for 
the recognition of Don Carlos, so wo have 
no doubt the government of England will 
avail itself of the earliest opportunity to 
proclaim Don Carlos the legitimats ruler of 
Spain. 
So far England, at least, is prepared 
to adhere to and support the "divine rights of 
kings,” and, from present appearances, her 
opportunity is close at hand.

The sitnation in Spain—if the changing 
condition of affairs in that oonntry can be 
classed as a national situation—is described in 
the H ebald special telegrams from Cartagena 
and Lecomberry. 
It is a gloomy report. 
It 
tells of Parliamentary disintegration, insur­ 
rection against the Republic, mutiny at sea, 
desertion from the army, municipal alarm and 
the probable interference of a foreign Power 
for the preservation of order. 
President 
Salmeron’s pronouncement of a ban of piracy 
against the naval mntineers excited a vast 
amount of democratic feeling in opposition 
to 
the 
Cabinet, 
both 
in 
the 
capital 
and at Cartagena. 
It 
had 
the effect, 
notwithstanding, 
ol 
keeping 
a number 
of other national vessels with anchors down, 
and thus, perhaps, has preserved for a season 
tbe legitimate traffic of the high seas free from 
tbe assaults of privateers. We are assured, how­ 
ever, that the Prussian frigate Frederic Charles 
has gone out in pnrsait of a Spanish war ship 
which is already roving under control of a 
rebellious crew. The German authorities are, 
as we are led to infer, acting vigorously, both 
on shore and on the high sea, with reference 
to these latest Spanish complications, and in 
this may, perhaps, be eventually found a 
point of issue of the present complica­ 
tions in Spain. 
A Hohenzollern crown 
may appear 
on 
the Iberian Peninsula. 
Besides all this disintegration the Cortes is 
divided by political irritation. 
A 
party 
minority baa seceded from the legislative hall 
and declares its intention to form the nnclens 
of a second Cortes at some point distant from 
the capital 
An army colonel has gone out 
from Madrid with the avowed personal inten­ 
tion of creating an insurrection in the prov­ 
ince of Jaen. This is coming very and danger­ 
ously near to the system of the Mexican pro­ 
vincial guerillas. 
Will the people endure it?

THE HEAT li THE CITT. 


Yesterday was among the hottest days that have 
been this Summer. The effect of the rise in the 
thermometer was everywhere visible. The track 
horses, with their heavy loads, were allowed to 
stop here and there on their jonrneys to and from 
the wharves, which gave Broadway and Its tribu­ 
taries the appearance of being Jammed. Pedes­ 
trians also felt the heat, and every shady nook and 
comer where there was a chance or getting a 
draught or puff of air was monopolized by clerks 
and business men, who alternated fanning and 
mopping by saving unkind things about «Old^ob.” 
and his predictions. The poor street car horses that 
had to travel on time suffered terribly; in fact, 
many of them succumbed to the overpowering 
calidlty of the sun’s rays. On the Third Avenue 
road the stand opposite Tompkins Market, which 
Is generally used asa place for watering the horses, 
was yesterday resolved Into a hospital and all 
yesterday afternoon a line of teams were kept 
standing In the shade of the trees of the little park 
at the rear of Cooper Institute. Both in doors and 
out 01 doors people suffered very much ITom the 
sultry atmosphere. During tbe torenoon and ear.y 
afternoon the neat was jnst as oppressive as at

tlnotlona between a slikht rise or fall of the ther­ 
mometer. Yesterday, at the very hottest hour, 
there was a breeze from the rivers which had a 
cooling Inflnence when one was moving right 
against It; but once out of Its direction a moment 
sufficed to reduce the wayfarer to his original 
swelter. 
Towards evening the weather cooled 
somewhat, but the heat was still very oppressive.

The Eflfbrts to Remove the Indians 
firom Mexico. 


Beport Of the Special Commissioners of the 
United States—Mexican Efforts to Prevent 
the Exodus—Demands of the Kioka- 
poot-Kiowas and Comanehes on 
the San Antonio Boad. 


W ashington, July 21, 1873. 
Colonel H. R. Cluni, Acting Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, to-day received the following com­ 
munication irom Messrs. U. M. Atkinson and 
Thomas O. Williams, Special United States Indian 
Commissioners to remove the Kickupoos from 
Mexico to the United States. The letter is dated 
S aragusa, Mexico, July II, 1873. 
We have the honor to report that on the 7th 
instant the Indlau Chief Cheyum-Ka-Ko and 
Michael Thomas, our Kiu .apoo Interpreter, re­ 
turned to Fort Duncan to notify us that the Indian 
chiefs of the Klckapoo, Pottowatiomle, Lipan and 
Mescalero tribes of Indians wore assembled near 
Remolino awaiting a conlerencu with the Commis- 
ai.uers. We immediately started for the camp and 
arrived there on the morning oi the 9th instant 
and held a council with them. There were 
present nearly all the ctilels of the two tribes 
first named, together with the head chief of the 
Mescaleros, who was authorized to act for the 
Llpans. They Informed us they had received word 
from a New Mexican Commissioner that he desired 
to see their principal chief at ¡Saltillo, and that 
they had sent one of their cbieis there to see 
what this new Commissioner had to say on the 
subject of their removal to the United 
States; 
that 
although 
they 
woula 
go 
with UR, yet they could not give us a final answer 
until the return of the Chief Wa-I’a-hl Irom Sal­ 
tillo, which would be In a tew days. They turtner 
Insisted that they be allowed to go to the Klckapoo 
reserve. In Kansas, and there consult with the 
Kansas pertlon of their tribe in reier- 
ence 
to the selection 
of their reserva­ 
tion, and 
be permitted 
to 
remain there 
until the same iiad been selected. The head chiefs 
further desired that, alter their arrival In Kan­ 
sas. we would take tliree or lour of them to see the 
Great Father at Washington and talk with lam 
in relation to their reservation. They also In­ 
sisted on going 
WITHOUT AN RSCOBT OF TROOPS, 
and wished to go a route far west of all settle­ 
ments until they had passed Texas and reached 
the Imilau Territory. The Mescalero chief did not 
long remain in the couucll, but said if they 
went they wished to go to the reservation on the 
head waters oi the Pecos River, near Fort Stan­ 
ton. 
wUils tue SQVWU was 
ill session tne chief 
took a horse belonging to a Mexican and left very 
unceremoniously, although It was thought he 
had only gone to Hempllno to await the termina­ 
tion ol our council with the Kickapoos, and 
would return In the alternoon. The Indians in­ 
formed Colonel Montero, the Mexican commander, 
that a Mexican living at Remolino, some tour miles 
distant, had been la their camp the previous day, 
and told them they would all be massacred If they 
returned to the United .states, and. If not 
massacred, they would oe disarmed and put upon 
an island and left to starve. Colonel Montero 
ptly sent an order for his arrest and had him 
ight to camp, where he was confronted by us. 
He denied at first making the statement, but 
finally admitted the lact and acknowledged that 
he had been to their camp. The President of 
Haragosa, who was with us, then and there 
sentenced him to fifteen days, Imprisonment, and 
fined him in addition. On the following day tne 
chiefs again met us 
IN COUNCIL AT SARAGOSA, 
and reiterated their former request and infomicd 
us Wa-Pa-Sl would return in a few days and In 
eight days they would meet us again, and If the 
Chief Wa-Pa-Sl received from the Governor and tlio 
Commissioner from the city of Mexico a conflnna- 
tiou of colonel Muntero’s statement relative to the 
desire of the Mexican government that they shoolu 
return to the United States that the whole matter 
would be concluded and tbat tbey would start im­ 
mediately with us to the United States. Should 
they now fall to go the lauU will be entirely with 
THE MEXICAN OOVERNMBNT, 
for Ifthey are in earnest they wtu confirm Sefior 
Montero’a statement, and In that event the In­ 
diana will certainly go. The chief Chequam-Ka-Ko 
and Michael Thomas, the Interpreter, who accom­ 
panied us from Kansas, have worked unceasingly 
and earnestly tor our success, and to them and Colo­ 
nel Montero we are chiefly imlebted for the pres- 
ent favorable aspect of matters relative to the 
Object of our mission. From the present con­ 
dition of things we deem our success almost as­ 
sured. We have had the whole resident popula­ 
tion of Santa Rosa, Piedras, Negras, Kemolfno and 
other Mexican towns opposed to the success 
of onr mission, 
and as rapidly as one 
obstacle was removed another has arisen; 
yet we trust 
no fhrther serious obsta­ 
cles will present themselves. We here desire fo 
state the recent report of the presence ol Klckapoo 
Indians on the San Antonio road is false, as the 
warriors ol that tribe have not been out of Mexico 
recently, and the Indians referred to by the Han 
Antonio papers are, as we believe, Comanehes ana 
Klowaa n-om the Indian Territory. 
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8TABBED BY A EOT.

The Quaker City First Informed of the Arrests 


Through the Herald. 


Ph ila d elph ia, July 23,1873. 
As I told you tn my lormer communication, I 
went to the oflioe of one of the city Aldermen to­ 
day, whose duties do not correspond with those of 
New York Aldermen, but who occupies precisely 
the same position as one of our Justices of the 
Peace, and took my affidavit concerning the result 
of my Investigation regarding the letters I had 
written to and the respouses I had received from 
those parties mentioned in my last, so that war­ 
rants were at once Issued for the arrest of all of 
them. Those warrants were served by special offi­ 
cers appointed for this purpose, and, with the ex­ 
ception of one, all were successful In their mission. 
MBS. WILMARTH FIRST ARRESTED. 
Officer Rowland prooeeued to the house of 
Madame Wilmarth, and, when gaining admission, 
stated the purpose for which he had called, and, 
without many words, bade her accompany him to 
the station house. Madame Wilmarth Is the ex­ 
ceedingly talkative and versatile creature upon 
whose dramatic talent I expatiated in my last, and 
her astonishment at the reading of the warrant 
knew no bounds. 
“What 7" said she, “I, an abortionist 7” Then, 
cool, penetrating woman as she was, she Immedi­ 
ately suspected me as the cause of her arrest, and 
broke out in something like the loU ow lng“I will 
admit that I received money from him to tell hla 
fortune, but 1 assured him that I was no abortion- 
1st.” At the request of the lady she was led here 
and there that ahe might secure ball, but as she 
failed to do this, she Is at this moment lodging la 
the station house. 
It wUl be remembered that this woman’s conver­ 
sation with me, while being exceedingly proluse, 
was very guarded, and that, while she denied per­ 
forming abortion horseli, ahe agreed to take my 
imaginary young lady la charge and have the act 
per/ormed 6y á ¿Jntiéítaú frieáii of hers, who has 
an office upon Walnut street. Although the lady 
agreed to see the act fairly through; although 
every cent of the money was to pass into her hands 
from mine, and although she would thus become 
an accomplice in the crime, stUI I lelt sure at the 
time that to prove aught against her In this 
respect would Indeed be quite a difficult task. 
Consequently, by way of a joke, I proposed to her 
to tell my loriune. She did so, ano, in tlUs State, 
the penalty of this is Imprisonment for two yeprs.

Tho 
excitement throughout the city was very marked, 
and at the time appointed lor the hearing the ca­ 
pacious court room was crowded with people and 
the steps outside were black with human forms. I 
was assured that no such crowd bad ever been 
assembled to bear any lormer case, and wheu your 
correspondent’s name was called a sUence, like 
that ol death, fell upon the audience. 
THE herald com m issioner ON THE STAND. 
Alderman Beltler sat upon tho bench, and, as 
my name was called, I approached the witness stand 
and took my oath. A copy of the affidavit which I 
had drawn up was boiore him, and I was called 
upon to state the gist of my communication to 
Mme. Wilmarth. Around the witness stand all the 
reporters of the Phlladelpbla press were assembled, 
and, at a ca’itlonary word irum them to talk slow, 
1 began. 
1 read the letter which she had written to me and 
I read also her the reply, In which she expressed 
her wish to a-slst me, and thou 1 gave the result 
of my interview In pretty much tho same lorm as 
It appeared in to-day’s Herald. 
Mrs. Jennings was tho next against whom I had 
appeared, and I reproduced my letter to her, along 
with her answer to It. 
Mrs. Goorman came next, and I disposed of her 
in pretty much the same manner. The other par­ 
ties the detectives bad failed to secure, but we led 
sure that ere many days they will all be arraigned. 
The prisoners were then questioned, and Mrs. 
Wilmarth said that she had no questions to put, 
nor did she contradict a single statement which 1 
had made. I had calmly and deliberately studied 
the case throughout, and she picked no flaw 
whatever in my evidence. 
THE “MEDIUMS” NOT MODERATE. 
Mrs. Jennings, however, was not so pacific, bat 
vehemently denounced me tn the most bitter 
terms. Bhe madly asserted that the copy which 1 
bad made of her letter was Incorrect, and tnat it 
was entirely different from the one she had sent 
me. Whereupon, at the auggostlon of Alderman 
Beltler. 1 read her own bonaJUte commimicatlun, 
which corresponded with my copy, word lor word. 
The lady was surrounded with a disgusting set of 
her brother and sister Spiritualists, and in answer 
to their hurried wlilsperings «he abused me from 
bead to foot. Still, that one sentence In her let­ 
ter, “I’ermlt mo to say that I understand your 
case perlectly and can give medicine to meet it,” 
had its effect upon the crowd and speedily hushed 
her into silence. 
MRS. OOORMAN 
seemed to be in a semi-unconscious state, so that 
ner questions addressed to me were wholly Inco­ 
herent and could not be answered. My evidence 
was so clear, my proof so conclusive, that, alter 
my dismissal, I waa congratulated by the duel 
officials of the police and invited to tho clubroom 
of the United Press Reporters of Philadelphia. 
The parlies arrested are to appear at Court two

to perform the abortion for $50 and taka, 
care of the girl, or for $35 and the girl t<*. 
take care of herselfi The latter arrangement was 
made, and the repulsive act was performed. Tha 
toetus was thrown into a vault where It was fouud 
three 
months afterwards by the Coroner.

was 
sent 
to

HosplUL where her 
horrible 
story waa 
first told to tho attendant physician. The arrest 
01 tne abortionist lolluwed, aud she was committed 
to jail to await her trial, which has Just termlnat**!! 
after throe days of excitement and lll-concoaled' 
indignation on the part of the Ueosoiy crowded: 
court roam. 
The defence relied mainly upon the obscurity of 
the law In defining the term pregnancy with a 
quick child, holding to the construction that ther® 
could be no death, aud thereiore no abortion, be­ 
cause there was no evidence ol life or quickening. 
Tills was completely demolished by the proue. tt- 
tlon, which quoted Draper, ol New York, to aliovr 
that Ule commenced with conception, with th® 
formation of the cell. The Jury waa only 
absent twenty minutes and brought In a 
unanimous verdict ot guilty. The abortlonisC 
sat unmoved, having been prepared for the wor.sii 
but wben taken back to jail she weakened, ainf 
would have fainted but for the prompt use of 
brandy. She 1s a heavy biillt woman of fifty, witte 
a strong determined face, showing traces o| 
dissipation aud wicked experience. 
¡^entenco waa reserved, but she will undoubtedly 
get the lull penalty of seven years In tlie Peniten­ 
tiary, with a flue of $500, as there Is a similar In­ 
dictment Impending against her. The conviction!

Dr. Pettenkofer’s Advice— “ What Can 


Be Done Against the Cholera?” 


The Nature and Extent of the 
Fatal Epidemic. 


IN F E C T E D L O C A L IT IE S . 


Munich, Jnly 1, llfS. 
IB tbe Fall of laat year, when single oases of 
ebalera appeared in the east of Germany and Aos- 
tsta, the attenU on of German sclentUlo men was 
called to the snbjeot of the best m eans of checking 
tb s spread of tbe dreaded pestUenee. Tne Otty 
•o u c U and the S an lu ry Commission of this city 
boM several meetings for the purpose of discussing 
the snpiect, when It was Anally decided th at the 
b ast thing to be done was to take timely precan- 
ttoBsry m easures, and instead of w aiting until tbe 
epidemic had reaUy broken out, to prepare the 
people lor its reception. 
Six prom inent members of tbe Sanitary Board 
w ere selected to form a commission for dlsoosslng 
the cholera question, and a t the sam e Ume author­ 
ised to issue a suitable address to the cltlxens, glv- 
Ing them Infonnatlon as to the n atu re of, and ad- 
vioe 
as 
to 
tbe 
best 
m eans fl|of 
escaping, 
the disease. 
This commission consUted of Dr. 
Ludwig 
Buhl, 
Professor 
a t 
the 
University; 
Dr. Von Pettenkofer, Chief Medical Councillor and 
University Professor; Drs. Erbardt and Widen- 
mayer, the First and Second Burgom asters; the 
Government Councillor, Kopp, and the Commis­ 
sioner of Police, Schuster. Dr. Pettenkofer was en­ 
trusted with the mission of forming tbe address to 
the public, which was subsequently published m 
pam phlet form, under the title of

WHAT CAN SB DONB AOAIN8T THB CHOLBBA f 
Munich has good cause, indeed, to fsar the pesti­ 
lence whenever It shall arrive In Central Europe. 
The great death year of 1884 Is not yet forgotten; 
th e large Crystal Palace, erected for the exposition 
af th at year, stands as lU monument. Tbe eanall- 
aaUon of the city Is very Im perfect; the people 
themselves are not noted for over-cleanllness In 
their habits; the drink w ater Is avoided on ac- 
eonnt of Its pernicious qualities, and many attrac­ 
tions for a cholera epidemic are present In the city. 
Ih e action taken by the City CeuncU is, therefore, 
very praiseworthy. The selection of Professor Pet­ 
tenkofer to draw op the address was tbe very best 
th at 
could 
have 
been 
made, he being, as 
you are aware, one of the m ost celebrated 
selentlsts of Germany. He has paid great a tte n ­ 
tion to tbe subject of the cholera. 
He discovered 
the connection and Innuence of the spread of 
cholera and typhus to the height of the underground 
w ater, and has also elucidated the subject of the 
iBdoence of tbe forests in India In checking the 
spread of cholera. Blnce 1847 Professor Petten- 
korer has been professor in the m edical faculty of 
the University of Munich. 


NATUBB OF CHOLBBA. 
Or. Von Pettenkofer adm iu th at the causes of 
cholera are as yet unknown to us, although tbe 
exam inations made In regard to the nature of the 
pestilence have led to the discovery of Im portant 
tacts which enable us to take preventive m easures 
against Its ravages. 
The Portuguese fouud the 
disease in India a t the commencement of the sU- 
leeath century. It reached Europe In the Arst 
third of the present century, having be«*n brought 
hither by commerce. It was at Arst thought to be a 
contagious disease, for the reason th at it then kept 
chleAy to tbe m ain commercial arteries, by w ater and 
la n d ; but subsequent researches have shown, as 
well in Europe as In India (Its home), th at its 
spread is conditioned to a g reat ex ten t by tim e 
aad place, and th at if the conditions necessary to 
the development of the disease are not present it 
does not make its appearance. It bas been ob­ 
served that many places and districts lying on the 
direct course taken by the cholera have been left 
untouched by the scourge. 
«The conclusion has 
been arrived at,'» says Dr. Pettenkofer, “ th at to 
tbe speclAc germ of the disease which spreads 
from India and attaches Itself to national Inter­ 
course there m ust something else be taken into 
account—something which does not lie In huma n 
beings themselves and spread the germ —but some­ 
thing arising from the geographical position of the 
place; something, however, which Is not foend at 
aB times and in every place, but which serves as 
local nourishm ent to the speclAc germ of the dis­ 
ease, which is Arst of all spread by intercourse.'* 


THB SPBBAD OP CHOLBBA 
la dependent not only on personal interconrse, but 
an time and place. The Influences of the two last 
nam ed factors have been named the local and sea­ 
sonal disposlUon. In all places where cholera has 
appeared in epidemic form It has been observed 
th at the Inhabitants, although equally subject to 
tbe influences at work, are not all attacked. The 
Individual disposltiou bas, therefore, to be Uken 
Into account. 
"The appearance and frequency of 
cholera is essentially dependent on the slmnl- 
teneons working of a num ber of, especially these 
three, fhctors—intercourse, local and seasonal dis­ 
position and the Individual disposition. 
If one of 
these factors U w anting tbe cholora does not 
break 
out. 
Therefore 
to 
protect 
ourselves 
against the pestilence we can proceed in each 
of these three directions. Our success depends on 
the degree of knowledge possessed and the power 
w e possess over tbe single agencies; but every cal- 
eolaUon for prevenUng tbe ravages of cholera 
n u s t be established on one of these three factors." 
Dr. Pettenhofer then goes on to defloe each factor, 
and w hat can be done In connection with it. 
Ue 
speaks flrst of in terc o u rse-th a t Is, 
FBBB OOHUBBCIAL INTBBCOUB-SB, 
by Which cholera has always been spread. To bar 
up commerce for the purpose of checking the 
spread of tbe cholera would be, he says, a much 
greater misfortune than tbe ravages of tbe pesti­ 
lence luelf. The total Interruption of commerce 
would be an Impossibility; but It should be our 
mission to purify commerce from the germs of 
cholera attaching to it.

aad then, after running its course through the 
body of the person attacked, produced new con­ 
tagions m aterial for others; but the evident and 
OMKntial connection of the spread of cholera, not 
only from commerce, but from time and place 
leaves tbe conU glousness of cliolera a very doubt­ 
ful m atter. Experience has U ught us that physi- 
etana and nurses In cholera bospltau do not suffer 
in attending to persons atu ck ed with tbe epi- 
domic more than persons who have nothing at all 
to do with the sick. It has been observed in great 
kospltals which conuined a great num ber of per- 
o o u attacked by tbe epidemic that neither physi- 
d an a , nor nurses, nor patients under treatm ent 
for o ther diseases were affected." This fact has 
PMO observea In the cholera hospitals of fialculta. 
"Tbe fltct th at tbe cholera arises more from 
DIPBCTINO LOCALITIBS THAN FBUM INFBCIBP PEB- 
SONS 
IS Of the g reatest practical Importance. It D the 
most powerful lever for a fearless nursing of the 
aick. No one has any reason to ehun a person a t­ 
tacked with tne cholera living under his own roof. 
He can give him any help necessary w ithout any 
danger to himself. U tbe house has already be­ 
come a hearth ol infection it does not help the 
healthy in the least to anxlonsly avoid tbe presence 
Of the sick; und If the honse la not a hearth of In- 
fscuon, but the sick person is infected from some 
-other place, the person attacked cannot be looked 
npop as an infecuug object," Dr. Pettenkofer 
ihwi goes 00 m say that where, la exoepuonai 


with him the peetuence from another place, and 
persons about blm have Ukewiae been attacked, 
tbe phenom enon It explained In the fact of hie 
having carried with him Infection m atter prodneed 
In tbe place he left, not from peraonal contagion. 
Such oases as were considered contagions have 
been oheerved miost plainly and frequently in Jnst 
tbe very cities which show no reoepUbUlty for 
cholera (for exam ple, S tuttgart, W arsbnrg)." And, 
adds Dr. 
Pettenkofer, 
nothing 
speaks 
more 
against the usual accepunce of oontaglonsnets 
than these cases, since tbe altease did spread, but 
no epidemic was developed therefrom . 
PBBCAUnONABT MXASUBBB. 
Be w arns people earnestly about brtnglng dirty 
linen from places already aOkcted by the cholera 
to places where the disease haa not yet appeared. 
He refers not merely to linen or clothing w orn by 
persons attacked by cholera, but linen or clothing 
coming irom a place where tbe disease rages. Tbe 
Infection m atter or germ s may thus be tran sp o rted , 
and, If the necessary conditions 
of local and 
seasonal dispoHltlon are present in the place, this 
Im ported infection m atter 
can 
serve as the 
seed for a local epidemic, ^ h e re the necessary 
conditions Of local and seasonal dlsposlMon are 
not present the cases rem ain Isolated or sporadic. 
••Carefally avoid, therefore," says Dr. Pettenkofer, 
“sending objects from cholera houses w ithout flrst 
being disinfected. Before receiving, also, open 
them In tne free air and disinfect them . Many 
eases have been recorded where w et and m ucoos 
arUcles of food from cholera houses or other 
hearth s of Infection have conU lned InfecUoui m at­ 
te r and produced the dlseaee in those partaking 
of It." These observations have been made in 
England, in Switzerland and In India. 
In regard 
to excretions excrem ents as bearers of iniectlons 
m atter, Dr. Pettenkofhr does not attrib u te any in­ 
fluence to them as spreaders of tbe disease If care­ 
fully treated and dlslnfeeted. Be thinks th a t too 
muck influence has hitherto been attrib u ted to this 
m atter. He says:—"A honse becom es tbe abode 
of cholera not because It possessea a closet la 
which th e excrem ents of a person attacked by 
cholera have been placed, but In other ways which 
have been overlooked. This state of things and 
year knowledge compels us, If we would success­ 
fully disinfect In the future, not to confln e our­ 
selves to purifying the closets of a cholera locality, 
but also p arts of the house and objecta which have 
hitherto, through our blind beUef in the principle 
of contagión, been neglected." 
LOCAL AND 8IAS0NAL DISPOSITION. 
Dr. P ettenkofer proves th at the cholera germ s 
can be taken from one place to another, out for the 
developm ent of the disease there m ust be local 
conditions present, which need only the pestilen­ 
tial germs-as aeed In order to produce an epidemic. 
In Germany, eapectally in Thuringia and In Bavaria, 
It has been found th at the cholera epidemics have 
U ken the coarse of river and drainage d lstrlcu 
m ore than the conrse of railways and hlgnwavs, 
proving th at Intercourse Is n o t the only agency 
th at bears the germs of the pestilence. Some 
places and districts are more Uable to the disease 
th an others. Some have always w ithstood lU en- 
cro ach m e n u The causes of these phenom ena are 
as yet unaxplalned. Local atm ospheric and clt> 
maUc Influences nave undoubtedly great Influence. 
In regard to the Influence of season on the de­ 
velopm ent of tbe epidemic, the cholera sU tistlcs 
of Prussia, from 1848 to 1880, gives a clear picture 
PVom 1848 lo I860, fty Choterm. 
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“In these figures," says Dr. Pettenkofer, ‘Is ex­ 
pressed an undeniable Influence of the seaaon. 
Tbis-seasonal inflneuce is connected in ail proba- 
bUlty with climate and tem perature, which have a 
different effect In diffiercnt geographical localities 
and on different soils. It would be erroneous to 
merely take into consideration the atm ospheric 
influences during tbe prevalence of an epidemic, 
b at they m ust be traced in an Interrupted aeries, 
and especially must those atm ospberic Influences 
be considered which precede the breaking out of 
tbe epidemic. Apart from all theorlea. and looking 
a t the tem perature which has been characteristic 
for previous cholsra epidemics we And th at the 
two cholera seaaoua of Monlcb-1836 and 1864- 
came in very dry seasons, especially were the 
Summers of these two years very dry. Since, In 
tbe year 1872, Munich had a wet Summer. We 
can con-sider this, taken In connection with other 
reasons, as a favorable omen th a t our city, though 
not w ith absolute certainty, but with the greatest 
probahUlty, will be preserved from a cholera epi­ 
demic, even in case th at single cases of cholera he 
brought hither In the Fall and W inter of 1872 and 
1878." Dr. Pettenkofer then goes on to a consid­ 
eration of the Influence of the underground water 
on general health and In attractin g the epidemic. 
This portion of the pam phlet, 
referring more 
especially to Munich, we aball conalderably con­ 
dense. 
UNDXBanOCND WATBB. 
In fact, it would be Impossible to give the Infor­ 
m ation contained in this portion of the pam phlet 
in a shape serviceable to American citlea The 
main thing which Dr. Pettenkofer urges Is a 
proper canalization, and to prevent tbe ground be­ 
coming im pregnated w ith im porltiea Munich Is 
bnlU on a porona graveUy layer, tw enty to forty 
feet thick, resting on a clayey m arl of several buu- 
dred feet more. 
Thougn the porous gravel has 
many advantages. It nas, on the contrary, ita dls- 
advantagea 
If filthy Im puritlea are allowed to 
close up the porea If the noli U given m are noxious 
snbstances than it can digest, the result is th at it 
U rendered more Impure than th at of a grave­ 
yard. Dr. Pettenkofer says:—“The great porea 
the great am ount of atm osphere eontained in tbe 
Munich soil, have llkewlae their disadvantages; for 
In tbe spaces there is room not only for para w ater 
and pure air, but for tbe im pureit and fllthlest. 
It would be erroneous to consider tbe Mooich 
soil as an open 
canal in which everything 
la sw ept aw ay ; It m ust uofortnnateiy be looked 
upon as a Olter, which re u in s that which we would 
gladly have removed away from ns. 
Recent re­ 
searches in the departm ent of hygiene 
have 
shown how nnlaterrupted and rapid is the in ter­ 
change of air in the bouses with the air under­ 
neath and upon the ground. 
When decaying or­ 
ganic m atter g e u Into the soli on which the bouses 
are built the result Is Just the same as when dead 
bodies are placed in the ground." It patrefles. 
Dr. Pettenkofer then speaks of tbe Im provem ent 
in the rates of m ortality in those cities where a 
proper system of canallzaUon h a s'b e e n lutro- 
duced. During tbe cholera epidemic In Munich in 
1864 some very im portant facu were gained lo 
relauon to tbe MusceptlbUity of vartoas groups of 
houses to the disease and the perlect Uamunlty of 
others. In the immediate neighborhood of tbe 
city there wae 
one district never touched by 
cholera. This was the right bank of the Isar, on 
the clayey loam soil extending irom Kamersdorf 
aa far as Ismanlng, where the many brickkilns are 
situated which provide the city with building ma­ 
terial, Ob this luterestlng point Dr. Pettenkofer 
• a y s ;- 


SUBCBPTIBILITT

“That Clayey loam soil, which rests on limestone 
rubble, in which tbe nudergroand w ater never

on an average oi fourteen daya, tbe deserted houses 
could be again occupied at tbe expiration of that 
Ume, after they hod been tborooghly purlfled and 
disinfected from cellar to g arret.” In selecting 
cholera hospitals and refuges for people daring 
cholera epidemics tbe n atu re of the soil selected 
for baildlng or for the aaylum should be careiully 
exam ined. 
It Is absolutely neeessary. however, 
th at the soil should be exam ined and tbe precau- 
ttonary m easures above noted taken before the 
arrival of the pestilence, since It U kes a long time 
to purily a soli once Im pregnated witn the dUeaae- 
aourUhlng m atter. 
Havinc thus treated of tbe local and seasonal 
dlsposlUon attraetlB g ebolera,Dr. Pettenkofer goes 
to an exam inauon of individual duposltlon. 
Here 
can only poalUve, observed facts be of use. 
Ex­ 
perience has taught, he says, th at every attack of 
cholera U preceded by tbe so-called cholera diar­ 
rhoea, which, alter oontlnulng for a loager or 
shorter period, to m a to violent cholera. 
MBDIOAL AID. 
“In tim es of epidemic many such cases of cholera 
dlarrbcea appear which do not tu rn to cholera and 
which cease without leaving any bad resnit, even 
w ithout medical treatm ent, and experience has 
proved th at In cases of snch attack, when the pa­ 
tient im mediately saekahls bed and calls in medical 
aid, proper cholera rarely foUows. The m ajority of 
cholera a tu c k s result from a neglected dlarrhtea. 
This is an expenenoe Independent of all theory. 
When ac h o lara epidemia breaka out the sanitary 
officials and authorities cannot take a more effect­ 
ive coarse than having these preUmlnary attacks 
atten d ed to by the city physicians. In the year 
1886, when the epidemic broke out In Munich, the 
governm ent im mediately divided the whole city 
into s a n lu ry dtstrloU and estabUshed in these 
m edical vlalUUen booses, the duty of which was 
the timely discovery of the foreboders of the dis­ 
ease by the dauy viaiU of physicians to the dwell- 
ings of the healthy of their district, as well as Im­ 
m ediate assistance. More recently daring cholera 
epidemics many places have erected so-called 
diarrhoea su tlo n s, to which all persons attacked 
could im mediately reso rt." 
Dr. Pettenkofer then goes Into the causes of the 
cholera diarrhoea, and gives valuable advice aa to 
Us prevention. He urges people to avoid taking 
cold, to be careful In regard to diet and clothing; 
u k e a full bath in tepid w ater a t least once a 
week, and, in short, to adoot a rsrional sanitary 
mode of life in ail things. During cholera epidem­ 
ics he recom m ends the w earing of flannel blndlnga 
about the abdomen and sheep's wool socks and 
stockings. 
Good clean beds, pure linen, good 
clothing are the moat effective m eans against dls- 
tnrbances ol the tran sp lrato ry functions. 
The 
prom otion of the activity of the akin by internal 
m eans (pepperm int and chamomile tea, warm 
wine, Ac.) U a m atter for the doctors to decide, as 
weU aa In regard to the use of Rusalan and Roman- 
Irisn hatha.” He w arns against all kinds of 
quack 
remedies, 
which 
are 
worse 
than 
useless. 
"If 
any 
one 
possessed the secret 
of such 
a 
rem edy,” 
he 
saya, 
"he 
would 
have no aeed to keep It to himself, since he would 
be sure of a brilliant rew ard from the nation.” 
Tbe physician la tne best adviser m times of 
obolera epidemics, and bis attendance should then 
be dally.

An Infect­ 
ing locality cannot, however, be properly dlsiu- 
fected aa long as It is occupied; tbe people them ­ 
selves m ust be removed and tbe entire house sub- 
Jcctod to puriflcation, and not eccnpled again for a 
space of twelve or lourteen days. Dr. Pettenkoler 
gives much more valuable mrormatlon on the sub­ 
ject, which, however, I will not repeat, knowing 
that so m uch has already been said In America. It 
would be well, however, for physicians and sanl- 
U ry boaies to read Dr. Pettenkofer's pam phlet, 
and to have its snggestlens and experiences tran s­ 
lated for or incorporated in a similar publication 
for America. The great object to be attain ed in 
snch a publlcauon is, as Dr. Pettenkofer rem arks, 
to prepare the people for the reception of the dis­ 
ease w henever It comes, to provide them w ith 
knowledge of the best means of evading its attack 
and of com bating It m ost snccesafally wben It does 
come.

East River, by Hugh 
McCullough, of 148 East llMh street, an a P atrick 
Bnlllvan, living at 328 avenue A. When found the 
bodies were tied together by means of a abawl, 
and attached to the woman s feet was a sk irt p ar­ 
tially filled with stones, thus placed douDtleas for 
the purpoae of sinking tne bodies and aecnrlng 
death by drow ning beyoud the posaibUliy of a 
doubt. 
Captain Allaire, of the Twcnty-flrst proelnct, on 
iM rnlng of the myslei loos ailair lUHtltuted an In­ 
vestigation, which resulted in showing th at about 
ten days ago a woman and a bov were seen sitting 
on the sirlngplcce of the pier foot of Twenty-eighth 
street and suddenly disappeared. It la beUeved 
th at tbe womau, perhaps in a <leranged state of 
mind, or being overcome with sorrow and trouble, 
determ ined to end her misery by death, and wish­ 
ing to sacrlflce her son at the same time, bound 
their bodies together and leaped overboard, tru st­ 
ing to the atones to sink and drown them before 
any one could effect u rescue. The bodies w ere 
removed to the Morgue lor identiflcatlon, and Cap­ 
tain Allaire will usi; every effort In his pow er to 
secure witnesses who will l.e able to clear up the 
mpalery. The woman had dark hair and eyea and 
wore a woollen dress, plaid woollen snawl and 
white muslin underclothing. 
Two or three persons yesterday waited upon 
Mr. White, in charge of the Morgue, and saw the 
bo<ly of the woman, 
but could not Identlfr It 
OM the one for whom they were In search. Later 
In the day Deputy Coroner Leo called a t tbe 
Morgue, and flnding 
some scalp wounds

Showed he had a fracture of the skull;

after death could nut he determined. It m ight have 
been caused by coming in violent contact with a

The woman had a bruise or contusion of the head, 
but no fracture of the skull. Coroner Keaaier has 
taken charge of the investigation, but no Inquest 
will be held for some days to come, hoping in the 
meantim e th at the bodies may be IdenUfled and 
claimed by relatives for Interm ent.

confusion reigned yesterday on the sidewalks 
about W ashington M arket. Having out off the 
booths and stands a t the o nter edge of the curb­ 
stone tbe dem onaliers of the Health Board left tbe 
occupants to trau sact th eir business as they m ight 
be able on tb e narrow strip along the sidewalk 
beyond the pathw ay left to the pubUo. Here the 
dealers hung th eir m eats and dUplayed their other 
m arket produce aa they could, borrowing of their 
undutnrbed nelghbore w hat space they oonld 
spare. So, by dint of patience on the p art of those 
whoae stalls were deatroyed, and aocommodailon 
from tbe more fortonate, tbe sales of the m orning

sembled to w itness tho despoiling of tbe m erchants 
of tbe gutter. H undreds of tbe slain lay ail day 
unburied and unsw ept till late In the afternoon. To 
them , at least, the b attle ground of sanitary re- 
torm proved deadly, and th eir andden, unw arned 
taking off may be recorded among tbe trium pba of 
the belligerent Board. 
During the m orning a busy train of carts gathered 
the fragm ents of spoUed woodwork and transported 
it to the Corporation yard.

West street, now lor tbe flrst time for years mily 
exposed, m ust have surprised those who looked

tions of seething, ferm enting flith. 
Its pave­ 
m ent, except under one stand, was dry, and lu 
g u tter contained not a pint of fluid. Where there 
was dam p and some mud was under one stond 
near Vesey street, in which an icebox had dripped 
its leakage upon the pavem ent and kept m oist any 
dust which found Its way thither. Yesey street is 
very badly paved with cobble stone. The g u tter is 
in several placet broken and presents depreaaions 
below the line of drainage. Of course all these de­ 
lects, which had been biaden by tho floors of the 
booths, are now brought to Ihrhu They did not 
present a pleasing aspect, nor were they calculated 
to satisfy a critical uostril, and tbe llerco sun rays 
shining upon them lor tbe first Ume yesterday did 
not tend to mend tbe m atter m tbe way of ameiL 
Fulton street side presented a smoother pavem ent 
under ita bootha; but in it the g u tter waa shown 
to be badly broken and obstructed, creating, with 
the ice drippings and the refuse from the stalls, an 
effluvia luily equal to th at on Vesey street lor pun­ 
gency, 
Escaping gas from the pipes cut off by tbe re­ 
ded to the odors of the great food de­ 
form axe ad<! 
pot, till gradnaUy their flow was stopped. But the 
gas which issued from these pipes was but an in­ 
significant porUon 01 th at which circulated about 
and through the ancient edifice.

An estim ate of the worth ot tne good will of the 
various stonds, "before tho w ar,” placed the 
average price of those on West street a t from 
$8,600 to $6,000 each. May thirty atauea a t $4,ouo— 
$ 120,000; thirty each on Pulton and Vesey streets 
(Sixty stands), at $l,600-$80,000: total value of 
good will lor Btanda on tho three streets, $210,000. 
Wonderful stories were, told of recent liberal 
offers for stands, and, 11 the opinions of the holders 
wore to govern, no doubt tho aggregate would 
swell to half a million dollars. To this am ount the 
dealers Claimed th at they had been wronginlly and 
cruelly robbed in the raid lor sanitary refbrm. Nor 
was this large sum tbe m easure of tbe damage 
they think they have snataiaed. They add Urge 
am ounts for loss of busineBs and for destruction of 
tbeir accounts, espeetailjr the wholesale dealers, 
who gave credit. 
WHAT WILL THUT DO ABOUT ITt 
Talking over their defeat and loss, the m arket 
m en made Uttle account of tbe legal skirmlah their 
counsel was having before Judge Pratt. They did nut 
appreciate locking a stable after the horse bad been 
taken; 
out 
they 
one and all expressed the 
determ ination to have a square legal batUe over 
the m atter. As they cipher it if the city bas 
gained in point of health and destroyed a source of 
disease in tbe removal of these m arket booths 
which em um bered the streets and roadways, It can 
afford well to pay the cost. They claim th at they 
were ten a n u of the city, who bad paid their rents 
lor a yet unexpired term , and th at In effect the 
city guaranteed to them peaceable posaesslon atad 
enjoym ent of the property for which they paid a 
rental. They likewise claim that the charge of 
danger to health was but a subterflite upon which 
to clear away street obstracuona. This they will 
attem p t to prove by the opinions of various 
medical men who exam ined the premUea yester­ 
day and by vital aiatlaucs of those engaged in the 
m arket over the alleged dangerous spots. 
PUllTHBR RAIDS RXPROTRD. 
It was generally couaidered aa oertaln th at all 
the rem aining airucturea in Vesey and West streeta 
w ere to share tbe fate ot those Joining tbe m ark et; 
th at nothing would be left in tbe neighborhood 
covering a g utter or jutUng an Inch beyond the 
curbstone. Accordingly, when tbe m orning's traile 
was over m ost oi the stands removed their produce, 
and many anticipated the sanitory hatehet by 
taking out gas pipes, shelves, counters, m eat hooka 
and blocks, iceboxes, and in some cases tbe booths 
them selves, carefully and at leisure, so as to lose 
as little as possible by the hegira. utbers careiully 
out up their shutters, fastened their padlocks and 
sulienly awaited the expected attack in a position 
Of protest, with a view to subsequent legal con­ 
flict. So the day was a busy, excited, hot one, 
which will long be remembered in Washington 
M arket, if that is to be a New York Institution of 
the distant fnture. 
PULTON MARKIT SHIPS 
had an upward tendency under the influence of 
the excitem ent and the screws of the builders.

Mr. Abraham R. Lawrence, Jr., counsel fer the 
m arketm eu, stated th at the order granted by him 
on Tuesday, being an order to show cause, with a 
tem porary stoy, why the Board of Health ahould 
not be reatrained from pulling down the stands at 
W ashington Market, bad been on Wednesday act 
aside, w ithout any notice being glvea either to 
himself or the parties in Interest.

He bad not, therefore., 
aa y et determ ined what action to take, aad de­ 
sired th at the m atter be laid over lor a few days.

As is well known, the first thing a man does 
When be opens a grocery store—and It is also so In 
many other branches of trade, though more par­ 
ticularly with grocery stores—la to erect a wooden 
shed in front of the premises and then occupy more 
or less of the Bidewalka with his wares and mer­ 
chandise. The legality of these erections has Just 
been made a test question in the Courts. In tho 
case in point Mr. John T. Trevor leased for nine 
years the lower story of the building on the south­ 
east corner of Blxtb avenue and Forty-eighth 
street to James & Jackson. The buiidlng ts five 
stories in height, and the upper rortion lot out as 
“ flats." Mr. Jackson commenced putting np a 
wooden awning fronilng his store, to which the 
lessee objected. 
Mr. Jackson had procured the 
proper permit irom the Corporation, and, thinking 
he was entitled to go on with the erection of the 
shed, proceeded with the work, and this notwith­ 
standing a covenant In the lease that 
he would 
make no alteration In the building without the 
consbnt oí the lessee. Ho. claimed, however, that 
this was no violation of this covenant and that the 
permission be had received from the Superinten­ 
dent of Knciunbrances fully antborixed him to go on 
With the work. Having no other recourse, Mr.
